HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under 
authority  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  227 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  and  clause  (/)  of  Regulation  3  of  the 
regulations  made  thereunder,  the  hereinafter-men¬ 
tioned  electrical  signalling  devices  be  approved, 
subject  to  the  following  provisos: — 

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  unmis¬ 
takable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such  signals 
are  properly  functioning,  is  installed,  so  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times  when 
driving. 

2.  That  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combination 
of  such  signalling  devices,  are  mounted,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the  motor- 
vehicle  concerned,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the  rear 
of  such  motor-vehicle. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

“INDUSTRIAL  CONCILIATION  AND 
ARBITRATION  ACT” 

Regulations  Made  by  the  Labour  Relations 
Board  (British  Columbia) 

1.  Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
definitions  contained  in  the  Act  shall  apply  to  these 
regulations,  and  the  term  “  person  ”  shall  include 
a  natural  person,  a  partnership,  firm,  body  corpo¬ 
rate,  employers’  organization,  or  labour  organiza¬ 
tion. 

2.  Applications  for  certification  of  a  bargaining 
authority  shall: — 

(a)  Be  made  in  duplicate  in  Form  No.  1  in  the 
Schedule  to  these  regulations: 

(b)  Be  verified  by  statutory  declaration: 

(c)  Not  be  entertained  unless  two  up-to-date 
copies  of  the  constitution  and  of  the  by-laws 
of  the  labour  organization  of  which  certifica¬ 
tion  is  sought  are  on  file  with  the  Labour 
Relations  Board: 

(cl)  Where  the  application  is  for  a  bargaining 
unit  which  is  not  as  wide  as  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  labour  organization,  be  accompanied 
by  a  statement  signed  by  the  same  person 
or  persons  as  sign  the  application  showing 
why  the  bargaining  unit  should  be  less  than 
the  union’s  jurisdiction. 

3.  The  employer’s  payroll  for  the  date  of  the 
declaration  verifying  the  application  for  certifica¬ 
tion  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
what  is  the  bargaining  unit  and  whether  or  not 
a  majority  of  the  employees  composing  it  are 
members  of  the  labour  organization  of  which  cer¬ 
tification  is  sought,  unless  the  Board  directs  that 
some  other  payroll  shall  be  used. 

4.  When  an  application  for  certification  is  ac¬ 
cepted,  the  Registrar  shall  seek  information  from: — 

(a)  The  employer  or  employers  of  the  persons 
in  the  bargaining  unit;  and 

(b)  Labour  organizations  who  are  certified,  or 
have  applied  to  be  certified,  as  bargaining 
authorities  for  the  same  bargaining  unit  or 
any  part  of  it,  or  who  are  certified,  or  have 
applied  to  be  certified,  as  bargaining  authori¬ 
ties  for  another  unit,  including  the  unit 
applied  for  or  any  part  of  it;  and 

(c)  Such  other  persons  as  the  Board  may  direct 
in  the  specific  case, — 

by  notifying  them  of  the  application  and  affording 
them  at  least  seven  (7)  days  within  which  to 
submit  to  him  for  the  Board  such  comments  as  the 
employer  or  organization  considers  have  a  bearing 
on  the  matter  of  the  certification  of  the  applicant. 

5.  The  person  who  makes  the  declaration  verify¬ 
ing  an  application  for  certification,  or  the  president 
or  the  secretary  of  the  labour  organization  sought 
to  be  certified,  may  apply  in  writing  to  the  Board 
for  permission  to  withdraw  the  application,  and 
the  Board  may  accede  thereto  if  the  application  for 
certification  has  been  sufficiently  identified. 

6.  An  application  made  pursuant  to  section  18  of 
the  Act  shall  be  in  Form  No.  2  in  the  Schedule  to 
these  regulations,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  two 
copies  of  the  agreement  the  applicant  has  proposed 
to  the  other  party  to  the  negotiations,  and  shall  be 
amplified  by  such  additional  information  as  the 
Board  may  require  from  the  applicant;  and  before 
appointing  a  Conciliation  Officer,  the  Board  may 
make  such  inquiries  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 


7.  An  application  for  the  Board’s  consent  to  a 
prosecution  under  this  Act  shall  be  in  writing, 
stating  the  nature  and  particulars  of  the  offence  and 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  wording  of  the 
charge  it  is  proposed  to  lay;  and  the  person  making 
such  an  application  shall  supply  such  further  infor¬ 
mation  as  the  Board  may  require,  and  the  Board 
may  make  such  inquiry  as  it  deems  necessary. 

8.  Any  person  directly  affected  by  any  decision 
or  order  of  the  Board  may  apply  to  the  Board  to 
vary  or  revoke  such  decision  or  order  if: — 

(a)  The  application  is  made  in  writing  within 
thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  publication 
to  that  person  or  to  the  public  that  such  a 
decision  or  order  has  been  made;  and 

(b)  The  applicant  sets  out  particulars  of  the 
matter  to  which  exception  is  taken  and  the 
reasons  for  seeking  the  said  variation  or 
revocation. 

9.  An  application  under  Regulation  8  shall  not 
operate  as  a  stay  of  proceedings  pursuant  to  the 
decision  or  order,  but  on  an  application  for  such 
a  stay,  after  notifying  all  persons  directly  affected 
to  appear  and  be  heard  and  after  hearing  all  those 
who  appear,  the  Board  will  grant  a  stay  if  it  con¬ 
siders  that  should  be  done. 

10.  This  Board  delegates  to  the  Chairman  power 
and  authority  to: — 

(a)  Appoint  Conciliation  Officers: 

(b)  Appoint  Chairmen  of  Conciliation  Boards 
where  members  of  these  Boards  appointed 
on  nomination  of  the  parties  have  agreed 
upon  the  person  to  be  appointed  third  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  and  Chairman  thereof: 

(c)  Consent  to  withdrawal  of  applications  which 
have  been  made  to  the  Board: 

(d)  Arrange  the  taking  of  strike  votes: 

(e)  Arrange  the  taking  of  authorized  representa¬ 
tion  votes: 

(/)  Prepare  each  year  the  report  as  required 
by  section  77  of  the  Act. 

11.  Investigators,  when  investigating  applications 
for  certification,  must  not  disclose  to  an  employer 
which  of  his  employees  are  members  of  the  labour 
organization  and  shall  not  disclose  to  the  labour 
organization  the  names  of  employees,  neither  those 
who  are  nor  those  who  are  not  members  of  that 
organization. 

12.  All  regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  War¬ 
time  Labour  Relations  Regulations  Act  ”  and  Regu¬ 
lations  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  made  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  937,  dated  May  16th,  1947,  and  all  regulations 
made  before  this  date  pursuant  to  section  56  of 
the  “  Industrial  Conciliation  and  Arbitration  Act,” 
are  repealed.

HOSPITAL-CONSTRUCTION  GRANTS 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  it  is  deemed 
necessary  and  advisable  to  revise  the  basis  on  which 
public  moneys  are  made  available  to  assist  in  pay¬ 
ing  the  cost  of  planning,  constructing,  reconstruct¬ 
ing,  purchasing,  and  equipping  of  hospitals  as  de¬ 
fined  under  section  2  of  the  “  Hospital  Insurance 
Act,”  and  for  acquiring  land  or  buildings  for  such 
hospital  purposes;  and  that,  except  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided,  aid  from  public  moneys  of  the  Province 
made  available  for  the  purpose  may  be  extended  to 
hospitals  and  community  clinics  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Welfare 
in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule:— 

A.  Hospitals  as  Defined  under  Section  2  of 
the  “  Hospital  Insurance  Act  ” 

1.  A  grant-in-aid  at  no  time  exceeding  50  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  the  fixed  equipment  and  capital 
cost  of  constructing  a  hospital,  or  any  new  building 
or  a  major  addition  to  a  building  used  in  connection 
with  a  hospital,  or  the  cost  of  acquiring  land  or 
buildings  for  hospital  purposes  and  renovating  the 
said  buildings  prior  to  occupancy. 

2.  A  grant-in-aid  at  no  time  exceeding  3314  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  movable  depreciable  hospital 
equipment. 

3.  A  grant-in-aid  at  no  time  exceeding  3314  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  major  alterations  or  improve¬ 
ments  to  a  hospital  or  a  building  used  for  hospital 
purposes. 

Provided  that  hospital  projects  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  Welfare  before  the  date  of 
this  Order  shall  be  dealt  with  as  follows: — 

( a )  Where  all  or  part  of  a  repayable  advance 
made  to  a  hospital  is  still  outstanding,  the 
hospital  shall  continue  to  repay  the  said 
advance  until  the  commencement  of  the 
year  1954,  at  which  time  the  amount  of  the 
said  advance  outstanding  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  and  shall  be  a  grant-in-aid  to  the  hospital, 
and  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Welfare 
shall  reduce  the  per  diem  rate  paid  to  the 
hospital  under  the  “Hospital  Insurance  Act” 
on  behalf  of  beneficiaries  hospitalized  during 
1954  by  an  amount  equivalent  to  any  in¬ 
crease  that  had  been  previously  granted  as 
a  result  of  the  said  repayable  advance  being 
made  to  the  hospital. 

(b)  Where  only  a  portion  of  a  repayable  ad¬ 
vance  recommended  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  Welfare  has  been  made  available 
to  a  hospital  at  the  date  of  this  Order,  the 
said  portion  of  the  said  repayable  advance 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  be  a  grant- 
in-aid  to  the  hospital,  and  the  Minister  of 
Finance  shall  make  available  to  the  hospital 
a  grant-in-aid  equal  to  the  total  amount  of 
the  said  repayable  advance  less  such  moneys 
as  had  been  made  available  to  the  hospital 
as  aforesaid. 

(c)  Where  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Welfare 
has  approved  the  making  of  a  repayable  ad¬ 
vance  to  a  hospital  and  no  funds  have  been 
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so  advanced,  the  Minister  of  Finance  shall 
make  available  to  the  hospital  a  grant-in-aid 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  said  repayable 
advance  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
and  Welfare.  Such  a  grant-in-aid  shall  be 
in  addition  to  any  other  grant-in-aid  pre¬ 
viously  approved  and  recommended  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  Welfare  in  respect 
of  the  said  hospital. 

B.  Hospitals  as  Defined  under  Part  Ill 
of  the  “  Hospital  Act  ” 

1.  A  grant-in-aid  at  no  time  exceeding  50  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  the  fixed  equipment  and  capital 
cost  of  constructing  a  hospital,  or  any  new  building 
or  a  major  addition  to  a  building  used  in  connection 
with  a  hospital,  or  the  cost  of  acquiring  land  or 
buildings  for  hospital  purposes  and  renovating  the 
said  buildings  prior  to  occupancy. 

2.  A  grant-in-aid  at  no  time  exceeding  3314  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  movable  depreciable  hospital 
equipment. 

3.  A  grant-in-aid  at  no  time  exceeding  3314  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  major  alterations  or  improve¬ 
ments  to  a  hospital,  or  a  building  used  for  hospital 
purposes. 

Provided  that  any  grant-in-aid  made  under  Item 
B  of  this  schedule  shall  not  exceed  twice  the  sum 
of  the  moneys  raised  by  the  community  or  hospital 
society  and  expended  by  the  hospital  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  aforementioned,  and  provided  also  that  any 
such  hospital  project  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  Welfare  before  the  date  of  this  Order 
shall  receive  a  grant-in-aid  not  exceeding  the 
amount  recommended  by  the  said  Minister  at  the 
time  of  such  approval. 

C.  Treatment  Centres  Designated  as  Com¬ 
munity  Clinics  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  Welfare 

1.  A  grant-in-aid  at  no  time  exceeding  50  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  the  fixed  equipment  and  capital 
cost  of  constructing  a  community  clinic,  or  any 
new  building  or  a  major  addition  to  a  building  used 
in  connection  with  a  community  clinic,  or  the  cost 
of  acquiring  land  or  buildings  for  use  in  connection 
with  a  community  clinic  and  renovating  the  said 
buildings  prior  to  occupancy.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 
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(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.
